E, Your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal, in Parliament aſſembled, beg Leave to return 
'Your Majeſty our humble and dutiful Acknowledgments for Your 
y's moſt Gracious Speech from the Throne. 


; MIT us to aſſure Your Majeſty, that, under Circumſtances which require 
"the"ymnited Vigilance and Exertion of all the Branches of the Legiſlature, to 
preſerve to Your Majeſty's Subjects the Continuance of thoſe Advantages 
which they have hitherto enjoyed; it is a great Satisfaction to us that Your 
Majeſty, by meeting us in Parliament at this Conjuncture, has afforded us an 
Opportunity of manifeſting our Loyalty to Your Majeſty, and our Zeal for 
the deareſt Intereſts of our Country. | | 


Wx have ſeen with the greateſt Concern that the ſeditious Practices which 
were the Objects of Your Majeſty's late Proclamation, and which were ſo 
ſtrongly condemned by the Declaration of both Houſes of Parliament, and 
by the general Sentiments of the People, have of late been more -openly 
renewed, and with encreaſed Activity. We deeply lament that Spirit of 
Tumult and Diſorder, the natural Conſequence of ſuch Practices, which has 
ſhewn itſelf in different Acts of Riot and Inſurrection, requiring the Interpo- 
ſition of a Military Force in Support of the Civil Magiſtrate. We are ſenſible 
that the Induſtry employed to excite Diſcontent on various Pretexts, and in 
different Parts of the Kingdom, has proceeded from a ſettled Deſign to attempt 
the Deſtruction of our happy Conſtitution, and the Subverſion of all Order 
and Government; and we learn with the utmoſt Indignation that this Defign 

has been purſued in Connection and Concert with Perſons in Foreign Countries. 


Wr highly applaud the wiſe and generous Conduct adopted by Your Ma- 
jeſty in obſerving a ſtrict Neutrality in the preſent War on the Continent, 
and in abſtaining from any Interference with reſpect to the internal Affairs of 
France: But we beg Leave to aſſure Your Majeſty, that we fully participate 
in that ſerious Uneaſineſs ſo juſtly felt by Your Majeſty on Account of the 
ſtrong and encreaſing Indications which have appeared in France of an In- 
tention to excite Diſturbances in other Countries, to diſregard the Rights of 
Neutral Nations, and to purſue Views of Conqueſt and Aggrandizement, as 
well as to adopt towards Your Majeſty's Allies the States General, who have 
- obſerved the ſame Neutrality with Your Majeſty, Meaſures neither con- 
formable to the Law of Nations, nor to the poſitive Stipulations of exiſting 
Treaties. |

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We acknowledge with the deepeſt Gratitude Your Majeſty's paternal Care 
for the Security and Happineſs of Your People, which has led Your Majeſty, 
on the preſent Occaſion, to have Recourſe to thoſe Means of Prevention and 
Internal Defence with which Your Majeſty is entruſted by Law; and alſo to 
augment Your Majeſty's Naval and Military Force; and we concur with Your 
Majeſty in the Perſuaſion that theſe Exertions are neceſſary in the preſent State 
of Affairs, and are beſt calculated both to maintain internal Tranquillity, and 
to render a firm and temperate Conduct effectual for preſerving the Bleſſings 
of Peace; an Object which, however important in itſelf, is no otherwiſe deſi- 
rable than as it can be attained canſiſtently with the Security of theſe King- 


doms, .and with the faithful Performance of Engagements which we are bound 
equally by Intereſt and Honour to fulfil. 


We congratulate Your Majeſty on the brilliant Succeſſes of the Briti/F. 


Arms in India, under the able Conduct of the Marquis Cornwaliis, and more 
eſpecially on the Termination of the War in that Country by an advantageous 
and honourable Peace, to the Terms of which we look with peculiar Satisfac- 
tion, from their Tendency to ſecure the future Tranquillity of the Britiſb 
Dominions. We ſhall now apply our Attention to the forming ſuch Arra 

ments for the future Government of thoſe valuable Poſſeſſions, as Ex- 
perience and Deliberation may recommend to us, with a View to the Proſpe- 


rity of that Country, and to the Advantages which it may afford to the Briti/þ 
Commerce and Revenue. 


W beg Leave to aſſure dey fom that we feel it to be our bounden 
Duty, and that it ſhall be the Object of our moſt immediate Conſideration, to 
adopt all proper Meaſures for r Kade. Obedience to the Laws, and for re- 
preſſing every Attempt to diſturb the Peace and Tranquillity of this King- 
dom. We are not ignorant that on the Reſult of our Deliberations at this 
Moment, depend the preſent Security and permanent Proſperity of our Coun- 
try. We well know that we can in no Manner better provide for theſe im- 
portant and intereſting Objects, than by manifeſting in all our Conduct that 
affectionate Attachment which is ſo juſtly due to Your Majeſty from every 
One of Your Subjects, and which is deeply impreſſed upon our Hearts; and 
by directing all our Counſels to the Defence and Maintenance of the Conſti- 
tution ſo dear to a People whoſe Liberties it has long protected, and whoſe 
Happineſs it has eſſentially promoted. In endeavouring to preſerve and tranſ- 
mit to our Poſterity theſe ineſtimable Bleſſings, we know from uniform Ex- 
perience that we may be affured of Your Majeſty's Co- operation and Aſſiſt- 
ance; and we are confident that the united Efforts of Your Majeſty and Your 
Parliament for this Purpoſe will be rendered completely effectual by the de- 
cided Support of a Free and Loyal People.
